issuing Invitations to the Soviets. He stated that not 
one of the Soviets came to the AMA meeting, which is 
being held as scheduled at the Americana Hotel, .Bal 
Harbour ^ Florida . He said that not one of the Soviets 
arrived in the United States. Arrangements had been 
made to meet the Soviets In Montreal, Canada, and escort 
them to Florida. There was no explanation furnished by 
the Soviets for their failure to attend the meeting in 
Florida.
